Ottawa: May 4=The leeway. al- 
lowed private members in discussing 
questions of a more’ or less abstract 
nature will: be. curtailed; the govern- 
ment apparently considering that a 
large part of the pressure on Messrs.

SIR ROBERT SOE 
“EXPLAINS POSITION 


‘ON CATTLE EMBARGO 


still Holds View That It Is Purely a 
Domestic Concern. 


London, -May 3.—Sir Robert Bor- 
den, former premier of Canada, in- 
terviewed by The Times on the eve 
of his departure for Canada, referred 
to the embargo ‘against’ ‘Canadian 
cattle, and said that the subject wad 
discussed at the Imperial war confer- 
ence in April, 1917, when a full'and 
frank interchange of views ensted. 
At that time he had explained that 
he had no desire .to attempt apy in- 
-‘terference in the ‘fiscal policy of the 
United Kingdom, bit on the other 
hand Canada strongly objected to a 
policy .of throwing an ~ undesired 
stigma on the country's cattle indus- 
try.

Montreal.—The Dominion Expres3 
Compan have had in operation in 
Montreal during the past few 
months a unique system for the con- 
veyance of Express shipments in 
transfer between stations in the 
eity, and the distribution of delivery 
and collection shipments in districts 
situated four and five miles from 
the railway stations. This is the 
tractor trailer system. The tractors 
are simply two-ton trucks, with a 
fifth wheel or turning plate mount- 
ed on‘the chassis in place of the 
crdinayy truck body; and in the cen- 
tre of this fifth wheel is one portion 
of the automatic coupling -device. 
The trailers are large, completely 
enclosed bodies, with a capacity of 
three and a half tons, or 518 ft. cubic 
-measurement, each mounted on two 
rear wheels, with solid rubber tyres. 
and two small front wheels, with 
folding legs, to hold the trailer up 
and permit of movement to any de- 
sired position when free from the 
tractor. 
of the trailer are two small wheels 
for mounting the track of the fifth 
wheel on the tractor, and permitting 
turning of the equipment within a 
small radius when coupled up; also 
the other portion of the coupling de- 
wice by which the tractor and trailer 
are coupled up.

TAXES AND CAPITAL 


(Barron’s Weekly.) 

Opponents of capital must learn 
that enactment of a high progressive 
surtax in the income tax law was 
like the victory of Pyrrhus. Begin- 
ning at $5,000, the rate increases until 
it becomes confiscatory for large {n- 
comes. If a man invests. in a pro- 
ductive enterprise and receives an 
income of $500,000, the government 
takes $303,190 out. If he earns $1,- 
000,000, he can retain only $336,810. 
Should he earn $2,000,000, the gov- 
ernment would take $1,393,000 and 
leave him $608,100. Courts hold 
that capital is entitled to a fair re- 
turn, For two seasons the Soviet 
took the peasants’ grain from them 
and at the third season they refused 
toplant except for their own needs. 
Now, -Russia is starving. Take away 
the incentive of,a return and capital 
will not be risked in industrial enter- 
‘prise. That is why new productions 
are falling off so rapidly. Capital is 
industry’s life blood, but the surtax 
is a halter around its meck to 
strangle it. 


The “drys” are not telling very 
’ much these days, and the “wets” are 
talking enough for both, and one 
would think to hear them and to 
- listen to the wails of wet and semi- 
wet newspapers, that prohibition had 
been a sad curse to the country, that 
every second man and even the girls, 
carried a bottle of whiskey or home- 
brew, that bootlegging was the most 
prosperous industry in the country, 
and that drunkenness was ten times 
as bad as before prohibition came 
into effect. But this is, some of it, 
liquor hysteria, and the rest of it, or 
most of it, plain lying. Chief Con- 
Stable Dickson, of Toronto, has 
just issued his yearly report, and 
this shows that in Toronto, the 
second largest city in Canada, the 
police court figures for drunkenness 
last year (1921) were 4,727, as com- 
pared with 14,247 for 1914. Cases 
of disorderftiness numbered 1,084 as 
against 2,734 in 1914, and cases of 
vagrancy 1,053 as compared with 
2,015 in 1914; or a total of all three, 
of 6,864 for 1921 as against 18,996 for 
1914. The population has increased 
52,622 in that time, ‘but 
drunkenness, disorderliness, and vag- 
rancy have decreased 12,132. The 
population has increased eleven per 
cent., but the drunkenness, disorder- 
liness, and vagrancy have decreased 
sixty-four per cent. Not only so, 
but there has been a decrease in 
other crimes, In 1914, ordinary of- 
fences (not including violation of 
Motor Vehicles Act and ‘city by-laws) 
numbered 29,541; while in 1921, with 
eleven per cent. increase in popula- 
tion, they had decreased to 16,979, a 
decrease of forty-two per cent.

CANADA’S RATIO OF GROWTH 


(Flint Journal) 

The practically complete figures of 
the census of Canada for 1921 show 
an increase in population that is 
keenly disappointing—1,551,310. Those 
genuinely hopeful of Canada’s future 
are growing weak in their admiration 
for the prohpecy of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier: “The nineteenth was the 
century of the United States; the 
twentieth belongs to Canada.” 

The census statistics of Canada and 
the United States for 1921 refuse to 
bear out the former premier, for un- 
less the ratio of growth makes a 
change from that of the last fifty 
years, the population of Canada at 
the end of the twentieth century will 
be approximately seventeen million 
inhabitants. One Canadian observer 
remarks: “If Canada is the land of 
promise the--world has been slow to 
recognize the fact.” 

Canadians of all ranks are asking 
each other whether their country 
or its people have some fundamental 
faults not yet discovered by patriotic 
citizens that account for the failure 
of the country to grow in keeping 
with reasonable expectations. The 
self-examination is prompted by the 
figures of the recent census.

_ GRASSHOPPER CAMPAIGN : 

Farmers and municipalities. are en- 
tering vigorously into the campaign 
to combat the grasshoppers, © and 
organizations have ibeen effected in 
many districts. Large supplies: of 
poison bait mixtures are being ship- 
ped out by the agricultural .depart- 
ment, and, while there are few ‘indi- 
cations. yet of the appearance of the 
pest, there is every prospect of a 
determined effort to.deal with the 
grasshoppers when they do appear. 


Prof. W. J. Stephens, formerly 
Principal of Claresholm Agricultural 
School, and latterly-with the U. G. 
G. and the Calgary high school staff, 
has now taken up his duties In the 
department of agriculture as commis- 
sioner of field crops, and will assume 
the post formerly occupied by J. D. 
Smith as superintendent of the seed 
and weed branch. Mr: Stephens is 
to give considerable attention to the 
matter of weed control, and also to 
the matter of new markets ‘for seed 
grain and the encouragement of seed 
grain: production. in the province. 


Landowners: in the ‘South Macleod 
Irrigation District will vote on May 
15 on the issue of bonds for $2,050,- 
000: to cover cost of construction of 
their irrigation project. Flotation of 
the bonds of the United Irrigation 
District, for $600,000 odd, will be 
made by the _ provincial irrigation 
council on May 9. 


Considerable interest is being tak- 
en in the possibility of establishing a 
municipal hospital district at Olds. 
Hon. R. G. Reid, minister of munici- 
palites, and health, addressed a 
meeting held there last Saturday, at 
which the matter was discussed. 


Arrangements are now being made 
by the department of agriculture for 
the carrying out of the provisions of 
the new act requiring the licensing 
of produce merchants in the province. 
Announcement will ‘be made shortly 
of the provisions by which this act 
will be administered, and of those 
who will be required to’ obtain a 
license.

Plans are being laid by the munici- 
palities department for the framing 
of the new city act, which will be a 
uniform act for. all six cities of the 
province. Hon. R. G. Reid, minister 
of municipalities, is now making ar- 
rangements to have an act drafted, 
after which representatives of the 
cities will be called into consultation. 


Farmers:‘of the Taber district who 
are included in the new irrigation 
scheme in that district are display- 
ing keen interest in potato produc: 
tion, and with the advent of irriga- 
tion this promises to become an im- 
portant feature of farm production 
in that district. 


New creameries are being built in 
several sections in the northern part 
of the province. Cheese factories 
are being erected at Rossington, 
Round Hill and Calmor, and a cream- 
ery is being built privately at Wetas- 
kiwin. A creamery is .also being 
built at Peace River Crossing, and 
another at Berwyn, end of steel on 
the E. D. and B. C.. ‘These are all 
private concerns. 


The committee in charge of the 
two government stallions have decid- 
ed that the Government Clydesdale 
Stallion “Craigie Masterpiece” will 
stand for service for the season of 
‘1922 at Calgary and Red Deer, week 
about, starting May 15th at Calgary, 
‘week starting (May 22nd will be at 
Red Deer, and so on throughout the 
season.

THE VALUE OF THE HOME 


_ The Sentinel, Toronto, in speaking 
of the value of the home, says: 


If the young men and women who 
join their lives and fortunes and set 
about the making of a home could be 
made to understand the full extent 
of their privilege, there. would be no 
need for scores of reforming soci- 
eties that now exist. There is no 
higher purpose for a couple than to 
establish a real home, to people it 
with children, to teach them what are 
the fundamentals of happy and suc- 
cessful lives, and train them up to 
manhood and womanhood in the fear 
of God and love for humanity. It 
may sound prosaic to those who feed 
on excitement. It may not appeal to 
those who appraise the. frothy 
pleasures of society as the desirable 
things to seek. Unwillingness to 
bear the burdens, and fulfil the re- 
sponsibilities, of parenthood lie at 
‘the root of most of our social ills. 
And yet, the surest path to the dur- 
able satisfactions of life is the recog- 
nition of the blessings that flow from 
the “faithful performance of those 
primary duties. Daily manifesta- 
tion of the love of parents for their 
children is a lesson learned that is 
never forgotten. All the struggles 
made to feed, clothe and educatle 
them are remembered as among the 
most cherished memories of life.

What a pity it 
is that so many fail in that respect. 
A nation of good homes is safe from 
all the dangers of dissatisfaction and 
unrest. Nothing can take the place 
of well-ordered domestic life.

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AFTER having lain in neglected 
obscurity for upwards of sixty 
years, visited only by occasional 
tourists along the historic Richelieu. 
the Canadian Government has hand 
ed the care of Isle aux Noix over to 
the National Parks Commission to 
be preserved as an historic relic of 
by-gone days. In a lecture on SHis- 
tory in the Making along the Riche- 
lieu.” delivered before the St. James 
Literary Society of Montreal, in 
November, 1920, the Rev. A. 
Moore, of St. Johns, Que.. urged the 
desirability of such a step. This 
influential society at once made. a 
request to the Government to that 
effect, the Hon. Senator G. G. Fost- 
er, K.C., ably seconded their request 

and the result is as stated above. 

The Isle aux Noix is replete with 
historic associations. Lying in the 
Richelieu. river (which was known 
saccessively in past vears as the Iro. 
ovdis river, the St. Louis, and the 
Sorell), ten miles from the line be- 
‘tween Canada and the United States 
containing about 85 acres of sur- 
face and quite commanding the 
river, this island has much to in- 
terest the student and thrill the 
patriot. Champlain, in 1609. was 
probably the first white man to set 
foot upon it. It was impossible to 
miss its strategic value. 

During the French regime it was 
an outpost of the colony. English 
raiders, like Rogers und Schuyler. 
had to make a detour past its 
vigilant sentries. Isle aux Noix was 
on guard! It sprang into promi- 
nence in 1759 when it received De 
Bourlemaque’s force of 2,000 men, 
retiring before Ambherst’s superior 

' forces around Lake Champlain. In 
1260 Amherst wrote of this place:— 

“He (De Bourlemaque) erected 
such a number of, works as to render 
‘4t, by: all accounts, impregnable, ‘and:

view of them, that the Isle aux Noix, 
had it been attacked, would have 
been the Churchyard of the British 
Army.” Haviland encamped near 
the Isle aux Noix on August 16th, 
1860. Bougainville commanded the 
French garrison, and when he saw 
the island so thoroughly invested he 
made a successful retreat down the 
tiver during the night of August 
25th, leaving a few men to engage 


H.|the attention of the English attack- 


ers. They took possession shortly 


afterwards, and the fall: of Isle’ aux, 


Noix opened up the way into French 
Canada. The fight for Canada prac- 


tically ended at this strategic int. } gu 


The Isle aux Noix did not figure 
much in the war of 1775-76, ont- 
gomery and Schuyier held it, and 
when Arnold led his broken army 
back from his failure at.Quebec he 
stayed here for a time. Fever broke 
out and wrought havoc among his 
men, many of whom lie in its 
neglected cemeteries. The American 
effort to capture the post in 1812 
failed. 

The Imperial Government - was 
now fully_aware of the importance 
of Isle aux Noix, as commanding 
the great waterway from Lake 
Champlain into Canada, and. the 
present “Fort Lennox,” standing on 
the southern end of the island, was 
prodected in 1819 and built in 1823, 

pon the quadrangular works of 
the old French ‘Fort immense. ram. 
parts were raised, a moat surround- 
ed the Fort, the entrance was com- 
manded by a dra wteloze anJ massive 
cut stone buildings, of: {mposing de- 
sign provided . quarters for thé 
troops, and their officevs. These 
beautiful buildings stand in stately 
splendor to-day shaded by massive 
elms’ and spreading: butternuts’ that 
could tell the'bistory of'a century,

Little does the present generation| 
realize the intense activity in naval 
operations that orice characterized 
the now placid Richelieu. The Islo 
aux Noix shared with St. Johns the 
activity in. préparation which, ene 
‘abled Sir Guy: 
naval force in 1776 and wipe out the 
American fleet in the naval battle 
of. Ticonderoga. In the fight’ at 
Lacolle Mill, on March JOth, 1814, 
material assistance was given to the 
defenders of the Mill by. two sloops 
and two gun-boats that camé from 
Isle aux Noix. From the naval’ yards 
it that place were launched gun- 
boats carrying as many, as thirty 


ns, 

As the visitor to Isle aux Noix 
stands on one of the bastions that 
command a view of the majestic 
river and looks through, the trees. 
across the spacious’ parade grounds 
within the Fort, he can imagine he 
hears once again the call of tho 
bugle,. he can see officers and men 
issuing from their quarters in. tho 
resplendent uniforms of the olden 
days, he can hear the sharp word of 
command, he can see the children: 
playing on the common across the 
moat, and all the while the vigilant 
eye of the imaginary sentry at his 
side scans the river's course as he 
gaards his fortress home, . But the. 
ay of these things has long passed 
away. In 1859 the Imperial troons 
were withdrawn; since then....tho 
hand of time, and other less honest, 
hands have been busy impoverishing 
this treasured spot of its evidences 
of past activity. Let.us hope that 
under the care of: the’ Nationa] Parks 
Conimission® nothing will be left un-;

FRENCH POLICE 
DISCOVER SPIES; 
ARREST THREE 


Claim That. Elaborate System: Oper- 
ates Throughout Country for Benefit 
. of Soviet. 
Paris,..May' 4.—Claiming to “have 
discovered the existence of a. highly 
developed espionage system organiz- 
ed by committees in France for the 


benefit of the Russian, Soviet govern { 


ment, the French police today niade 
three arrests in ‘connection- with the 
alleged plot and. promised numerous 
others within'a few days. 

The espionage scheme, .they de- 
clare, involves 200: operatives, and. 
has. ramifications in Brest, . Lorient, 
Toulon and also at powder factories 
in the center of France and arsenals 
in the vicinity of Paris, ; 

Secret documents have been. stolen 
from the Brest arsenal, according to 
the police revelations, and from the 
largest powder factory in the center 
of France, and they claim to have 
proof that regular couriers have been 
placed between esplonage centers in 
France and Berlin where documents 
‘were assembled, classified’ and for- 
warded to Moscow. Intensive Bol- 
shevist propaganda, the police assert 
also, has been carried.on as a side 
line. - 

One of the'men arrested is the com- 


+ munist municipal councillor of Ivry- 


Sur-Seins, just outside of Paris, 
which is the site of one of the larg- 
est arsenals in France. 

Marcel Chachin, Jeader of the com- 
munisi party in France, said today: 
“Tt ig a strange coincidence that this 
discovery of a huge plot against the 
national security of France should 
come when the French delegation is 
engaged in bitter opposition to the 
soviet delegation at Genoa. Impar- 
tial observers will not be fooled by- 
the attempt of the capitalistic gov- 
ernment to discredit the soviets.

Acting Premier Hoadley 
Has Received No News of 
New Immigration! Plan 


Acting Premier George Hoadley 
stated Thursday morning that the 
Alberta government had not been ap- 
proached in any way by the Dom- 
inion, so far as he was aware, regard- 
ing the bringing in of settlers from 
Holland and Northern Europe subject 
to the approval of the province. 

Mr. Hoadley did admit however 
that he had heard such a step was 
under consideration by the Dominion 
immigration authorities, but he un- 
derstood the proposal was mainly to 
bring experienced farm laborers from 
Holland to work in the west. Mr. 
Hoadley pointed out that so far as he 
could ascertain, these men would be 
especially fitted. for enrployment in 
dairy farms and such places, and in 
his opinion would ‘ not necessarily 
force other men out of work or add 
in any way to the’ unemployment 
situation. They would permit greater 
production to be carried out in the 
dairy industry and in other special- 
ized farming. 

Scheme Advanced ~ 

‘In this connection Calgary papers 
have carried a story to the effect that 
the Dominion would ‘be able to get 
desirable settlers from Holland and 
Northern Europe if an arrangement 
could be made whereby the province 
of-\Alberta would guarantee to place 
these people. It was claimed that 
the province would have absolute 
say as to whether or not these set- 
tlers should be brought in. 

No News of Premier 


It is not known whether or not the 
matter of such immigration to the 
west was taken up with Premier 
Greenfield by the federal authorities 
while he was at Ottawa, for no word 
has.come from the Premier for sever- 
al days. No minister of the govern- 
ment has received any communica- 
tion from Hon. Mr. Greenfield, and 
press despatches have not mentioned 
his whereabouts for nearly a_ fort- 
night. He has been expected home 
for the last week or so. Hon. Mr. 
Brownlee, attorney general, is also 
beyond the pale of publicity in the 
East, since the interview on the nat- 
ural resources at Ottawa some time 
ago.

ENGINEERS AND 
MASTERS STAND 
FIRM ON ISSUE 


Men Assert They Will Not Be Starv- 
ed Into Unacceptable Conditions 


London, May 5.—The engineering 
dispute, which promised an_ early 
settlement ten days ago, seems to 
have, reached a deadlock with both 
the unions and the ‘employers stand- 
ing out ‘firmly on the question at 
issue, which is the right of the mas- 
ters to order overtime at their dis- 
cretion without consulting the unions. 
The lockout ordered Wednesday af- 
fected 600,000 - additional workers, 
which brings the total affected ‘by the 
strike to 800,000 men. Wednesday, 
‘the shops kept open all day for the 
men who were willing to return, this 
same policy being continued on 
Thursday morning. A few availed 
themselves of the opportunity thus 
offered. 

Simultaneously with the action of 
these 600,000 came the opening of 
the government inquiry at West- 
minster, and at the first segsion 
Wednesday afternoon the men _pre- 
sented their case. Thursday morn- 
ing another session was held, at 
which the masters had the floor. 
J. Bromley, president of the engin- 
eers’ union, made a powerful appeal 
to the tribunal, quoting effectively 
Shakespeare’s line: “He that owns 
means whereby I gain my livelihood 
owns my life.” He directly accused 
the employers of preferring what he 
termed the “pernicious ‘system of 
overtime rather than to rearrange 
their workshops and adopt the more 
modern methods of production.” 

In the meantime’ the © situation 
grow3 more ominous, owing to the

WILD PARSNIP IS: 
FATAL TO SEVEN 
OF ONE FAMILY 


Deaths Follow Each Other In Space 
of Four Hours After Meal. - 


L’Original, Ont., May 56.—Seven 
members of the Lacroix family died 
here yesterday under particularly 
tragic circumstances as a result of 
‘eating a poisonous herb known as 
wild parsnip. It is believed that the 
children of the family dug up. the 
herbs along the banks of the Ottawa 
river. The deaths folowed at inter- 
vals within the space of four hours 
after the noon day meal. 

The dead are: Josefh Lacroix, 
grandfather, aged 75 years; Napol- 
eon Lacroix, 40, the father of the 
victims; Mrs. C, Lacroix, his wife, 
and four children, aged 11, 10, 8 and 
6 years respectively. 

The only survivors are Gaston 
aged 3 years, and Henri George, aged 
17 months. Gaston is seriously {11 at 
the home of friends, but his recovery 
is expected. 


ACCIDENTAL DEATH 


A verdict of accidental death due 
to polsoning was returned at an in- 
quest this afternoon. 

Mrs. Lacroix was the first of the 
victims to show the effect of the 
poisoning. Twenty minutes after the 
meal she was noticed hy a neighbor 
to collapse in her garden, Assis- 
tance was rendered, but nothing was 
thought of her illness because of the 
fact that she had not been in good 
health for some time past. 

COLLAPSED ON ROAD 


General alarm was felt shortly 
afterwards when Leopold, aged 190, 
and his sister, aged 8, frantic with 
fear, ran down the main street crying 
that their mother -and father were 
seriously ill at their home.

With 
the appearance of warm weather, 
rapid growth will be made, however. 
It is somewhat early to estimate 
what the probable crop acreage will 
be. From present. indications — it 
would appear that an acreage slight- 
ly in advdnce of last year will ‘tbe 
seeded. . 

-Grasshoppers: Investigation by offi- 
clals of the Department shows that 
grasshopper eggs are laid in large 
numbers over most of the southern 
and central’ areas of the province.
